Mathewson Earns More 


Per Hour Than John D.R. 


Pitching Star of the Last Decade Has a Right Arm More Valuable \ 
. Him Than a Handful of Government Bonds—Could a 
Retire Right Now, Wealthy 


Christy Mathewson, the New York 
Giant pitcher, earns more money per 
hour than any other salaried man in 
the world. 


President Woodrow Wilson, of the 
United States, with his $75,000 a year, 
sets less than one-sixth as much for 
actual working hours as does Matty. 
and WBlbert H. Gary, of the U.S. 
steel corporation, who is said to draw 
down something like $100,000 a year 
for his labors, gets less than one- 
fourth of Matty’s hourly salary. 


Mathewson is drawing #10,000 
year from the Giants. To earn this 
sum he is called upon to work only 
about two hours a day, and works 
only about one day in each four. At 
a high estimate, Matty will work in 
40 complete games a season, which, 
figured at two hours per game, will 
mean that the total time he actually 
works during a ¢eason is just eighty 
hours, 

Simple arithmetic wil prove that a 
man drawing $15,000 a year for 80 
hours’ work wil earn an average of 
$187.50 an hour, or more than $3 a 
minute, 

With President Wilson it's a dif- 
ferent matter.

ly in her arms and carried him to

niless out of the territory. 

it is freely predicted here that the 
rebel chief will prepare representa- 
tions that will promptly be made to 
Germany. 

German Interests Large. 

Germany's commercial interests in 
northern Mexico are large. Some of 
the most important wholesale estab- 
lishtrents in Chihuahua, Torreon, Dur- 
ango and Saltillo belong to German 
citizens, One tirm alone conducts 
eight wholesale warehouses, The num- 
ber of Germans living in this terri- 
tory is not large ,about 300. There are 
estimated to be about 600 Japanese in 
revel territory, most of them in So- 
nora and Sinato oh the Paelfic coast. 

If action’ ts taken against them, it 
Was pointed out, it would not end with 
expulsion, but their property would 
also be seized. The United States is 
caunted on to be on the side of the 
Constitutionalists if the deportation of 
the Germans and Japanese is ordered, 
since their shipments of arms to Hu- 
erta is in antagonism to the United 
States policy to oust the Mexican pre- 
tender, 

German Consul Webber at Juarez, 
is re-opening by order of his govern- 
ment,the inquiry into the alleged ex- 
ecution of Gustay Bauch on or about 
February 18th at Juarez on the charge 
of being a Federal spy. Bauch was 
born of German parents in New Ibe- 
ria, La., but his uncle, Chas. Bauch, 
residing in Germany, nas requested his 
government to further investigate the 
case and to file a claim on his behalf 
for $50,900 indemnity.
